fubjeflsl The prejudicesof birth prevents 
ed any man not defceud^d from a fovereign 
branch from afpiHng to her hand ; but 
love, ^ho mocks thefe prejudices and the 
arbitrary laws of pride, who ftrengthens by 
oppofition, and who finds nourifliment in 
t-ears, exerted his power on the heart of 
the princefs^ and rendered it fenfible of 
the extraordinary merit of a Ample knight, 
who had been. her page : the unfortunate 
Hippolita, convinced of the impoffibility 
of becoming the wife of Egremont, be- 
came the mother of his fon. 

About two years previous to this event, 
Sigifmond had efpoufed Sybilla, an avari- 
cious, afpiriiig, jealous, cruel woman*. 
She bad one fon, on whom was placed 
all the love (he was capable of feeling, 
and for whom fiie fecretly deftined the 
hand of Hippolita and the fovereignty 
©f Tours : but Nature, who had other

an indifcreet and haplefs love. It is the 
misfortune of the great to be conftantly

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watched, and enmity and*jeaIoufy are 
too clear-fighted : SybiUa was apprized of 
the Princefs's fituation ; and inftantly flew 
to the Count with theintelligcnce of it. 

Having, with all the bitterners of lan- 
guage of which (he was miftrefs, revealed 
the myftery of his unhappy daughter, fhe 
concluded with faying : " this. Sir, this is

*' you to her guilty conduQ:/* 

Sigifmond was too much agitated to 
make any reply j the fparkling of hi« 
eyes, the trembling of his lips proclaimed 
the .rage that fired his bofom. He called 
in his guards : ** Do^ the villain,*' ex«- 
claimed he, *' does the villain who has 
*' difhonouied me exift ! is he in my pa*

The guar4s obeyed as Jar as they could, 
but that was little, for their (earch was 
frult}e&. The anxious Egrcmont had 
remamed near his bdoved Mippolita till 
ber friend Violetta, having received ^is 
fon amd dr^flbd it in clothes which the 
priocdfs bad haftily made from fome of 
her own, depofited it in his arms. The 
firft confideration was how to refcue this 
pecious charge from the danger that 
threatened it. A balcony of the Prin* 
cefs^s apartment looked towar^ls the 
moat of the caftle, but at fuoh a diftance 
from the ground as to leave no hope 
whatever of efcaping that way, till it

lent againfl hirh ? Sigifinotid, howerer, 
conceiving that tbofe who were aboot 
him mud participate the emotions hj 
which he was himfelf agitated, immedi- 
ately conferred the command of his guard 
on Tourville, who without delay led them 
to the purfuit of the flying criminaL 

While the Count of Tours was thus

•* comfort without you j and I ifaould 
** prefer the mofl: forbidding folitude to 
" the pomp of a court or the bnftle of a 
^^ camp : but we are animated, Madam^ 
*' by a facred intereft which leaves us not 
" the choice of facrifices j yet do not think 
•* that, hcedlefs of my glory, I mean to 
^' forget an affront with which it has been 
irrecoverably fullied by an ungrateful 
villain. Guilt muYl be intimidated by 
^^ (Iriking examples : this bafe feducer^ 
*^ this mean fellow, who has been brought 
*< up in my houfe, ihall fuffer death with 

; ^ •* teemplary 
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^^ exemplary horrors ; and the worthl^fs 
^^ objed of his paffios^deprivedof the pri« 
^' vikges of her bktb, (hall be thrown into 
^ a dark and horrible dungeon, aban« 
^^ doned for ever to remorfe and fliame. 
^^ Farewell ! if I am dear to you take care 
^ of yourfelf^ and attend to my ven- 
^^ geance/ * The Count was foon at a dif- 
tance from Tows, and the unfortunate 
Hippolkti remained in the hands of her 
siortal enemy. 

After the departune of (igifmond^ the 
guard in obedience to his commands 
inadea Arid fearch for the lover of Hip- 
cpolita throughout Tours wd the adja- 
•cent viUages : but nothing was . equal to 
:the a^irityi of Dftgobert pn |his pccafion. 
iftfeaiily. jelkJous of the natMi'al advaq- 
tages of others, <»ad pf every fp^cies of 
jnerit^ he bad long conceived for Egre- 
mont a violeat h^cieds which on the dif- 
.axsrery of ti(ippQH^'j» jpvq becaipe irn- 
: ., B 6 placable : 
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placable : not that Dagobert loved the 
Princefs j for an emotion fo noble was 
not fuited to a heart fo depraved : a prey 
to ambition, haughty, and full of him- 
felf, the competition of fuch a rival 
hurt his pride, and the preference ob- 
tained threw him into the mod violent 
excefles of rage. Eager to difcover 
Egremont, that he might- deliver him up 
to the vengeance of Sybilla, he defcend- 
ed ia the purfuit of his purpofe to means 
for which the loVeft of his fatellites would 
4iave bliiflied. '

After a forced march of three hours 
the objed purftied appeared in fight, and 
in a few minutes the cries of the infant 
were heard. The impatient Dagobert, 
trembling with joy, infulted in idea the 
enemy s^ut to fall into his hands, 
fhouted to the troop, and fpurred his 
horfe. The father and his child were 
foon overtaken. , 

Amiable Egremont ! thou paragon of 
lovers, and mirror of chivalry ! had 
chance directed thee ^to feek thy fafety in 
the road to Qrleans, thou muft have 
been loft. The favage enemy of tl)e 
accomplifhed lover of Hi[^olita fur- 
rounded with the guards a jnan very 
unlike the elegant . youth whom he had 

devoted 
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devoted to deftrudion, who now ^mtS. 
his fecuiity to an artifice of fri^ndfliip, 
hy which this unknown fugitive had 
been ftarted to mrflead bis malignant 
purfuer. 

When Egremont left Ihe palace of 
T^urs jhe took the dined: road lo Britany^ 
"bf which he immedisltdj informed bis 
Yriend ^<^uf viHe. The young man who 
carried the meflage was nearly rdited 
to Hippolita's nui^, and it happened thaft 
he had in the fuburbs of the <aty a little 
4>Toth€r, who, #hcHigh Tome months old, 
was ftill m the cradle. Tourville engage 
ed him to take his infant brother in a 
ba(ket on horfeback, and ride precipi- 
tately towards Orleans; and tben^ to 
^infure the fuccefs of his firatag^m, im- 
mediately ^«nt and offered * his ferfice to 
the Count, afluring hkn that he would 
"never reft till the ftain which had been 
cafton the family was wafeed out; an 
ambiguous phrafe, which the noble Tour- 
ville 
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tlUe did not diidatn to ufe in the aidour 
of friendibip } for he had indeed the re* 
paration of Hippolita's hoaour at heartt 
but not Aich a one as required the blood 
of hi« deareft friend* Egremoat had 
faved his life in battle ; be was befidea 
allied hj Mood to Viofetta, the amiabte 
friend of HippoUta, who had umpired 
Tourvilie with an ardent paffioa which 
was moft tenderly returned. Egremont, 
noble, generous, fincere, poflEsfling man^ 
ners frank, agreeable, prepofleffing, was 
formed to make friends, and h« might 
well expeA every aid from Touryille, ott 
whofe heart he had fuch claims. 

Nothing could equal the mortificadoQ 
ot Dagobert when, on furrounding the 
horfeman whom he had been purfuing b 
eagerly, he beheld a countryman with 
whofe perfon he was intirely unacquainc- 
€d, and was ihown a child whofe drefs, 
appearance, and advanced infancy proved 

that 
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that it was not the one he was in fearch 
of. Mad at having loft his time in fo 
fruitlefs a chace,the Ton of Sybilla vented a 
portion of his brutality on the (boulders of 
the poor peafant, indecently vociferated 
blafphemies againft heaven, and with his 
troop returned towards Tours. He did 
not however enter the town, but, as if in* 
fpired by fome evil genius, rode round the 
fuburbs, and took the very way on which 
the lover of Hippolita was travelling. 

Egremont, with all the new feelmgs 
fif a father, anxious left a rapid motion 
ihould hurt his precious charge, was 
proceeding in a pace by no means propor- 
tioned to the dangers that attended his 
flight.

£gremont| at length, tore himfelf from 
his child, and, leaving him to the care of 
Providence, plunged into the river. 

It was indeed Dagobert himfelf who

Brown bread, a few 
fiih, niUs, feme dried fruits and milk 
made up the whdeof thejfeaft : but in 
the looks of the providers of it Egre* 
mont faw welcome, tendernels,.and pity. 
Affeaed by their feofibUily: <' Oh 1

as he: furveyed the family, " unacquainted 
^' with the poraipous names of mag* 
** nanimity, elevation, high fpirit, yoa 
^^ are fwayed by humanity ; poflcfled of 
^' little, you are ready to (hare it without 
^^ intereft and without fear. Senfible to 
^^ the misfortunes of others, no (how is 
" neceflary to excite your fympathy. 
You are not alarmed at the fight of i 
ftranger ; you are not afraid of your

** innocence. 
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^* innocence. Your love is unaccom^ 
^^ panied with pain, you fee the pledges 
** of it growing up about you ; they will 
^ one day (hare your labour and relieve 
'* its weight ; they will be the fupport 
of your old age, they will clofe your 
eyes, and peaceably enjoy the in- 
^* heritance you will leave them ; your

Thus fpoke the Gr#ek : the Sultan, 

who well knew the refources of his artful 

mmd> adopted the projed, and entrufted 

him with the execution of it.

The fuccours were prepared in the neigh«> 

bourhood of the army of the Franks, who, 

as the traitor predifled, imagined them

^^ h^ the haunt of bafe ruffidns, who no-

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" longer >darc leave thetn, but ia the 
" dark ? The feebknefs of our efforts 
*' is a difgrace lo our arms, to our faith; 
*' to our zeal, and to the caufe we are 
engaged in. If the fame ardour that 
impelled us to leave our homesrin the 
cauie of religion ftiil animates us ; if 
** we are alive to the Ihame, to the an-

\/ lOLETTA, Tourvillc's amiable mif- 
trefs, being related to Egremonf, and 
being likewife the friend and confidante 
of Hippolita, was no longer fafe at the 
Court of Sybilla, a Princefs by whom no 
one was ever fufpefted wlih impunity. 
Finding herfelf unprotefted, (he refolved 
to fly from the danger with which flie 
was threatened, and to feek an afylum in 
that part of the world whither flie was 
direfted by the impulfe of her heart :

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(he took the road to Provence, in order 
to pafs into Afia, not doubting that 
Tourville, of whom there had been no 
tidings for fome time, had joined the 
army of the Chriftian Princes.

Prelently a Squire appeared, and ofier« 
Ing his hand to the flranger, led her into 
the palace. She fa w in the antkhambers 
pages playing on flageolet^^ and perfons 
more advanced in years> and of all con* 
ditions fcraping on fiddles and other in« 
ftruments. At lad (he was uftiered into 
a retired cabinet, where feveral elderly 
men feemed aiTembled for a concert. 

Violetta's conduftor prefented her to 
one of the muficians, who was on a feat 
raifed higher than the others, holding a 
baff-viol.

try did not evince that they fpoke here 
as elfewhere about a century ago. 
" I was born a fubjeft of the Court of 
Provence, and thrown about four 
years ago on this unknown ifland, . 
which being furrounded at fome dif- 
tance by a chain of rocks, is rendered 
inacceflible to foreigners ; . none but 
fuch as are fhip^yrecked ever landing . 
here. Being myfelf profeffionally a 
mufician^ I eafily caught the idiom 
that has been adopted in the country, 

c 5 " and 
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*' and became interpreter to thofe vifhd 
** lika you have been accidentally cad: on 
^* th^ iiland : a circnihftance^ however^ 
which very rarely bappetis. Toil now 
underdand the reafon of your being 
•* furrounded by the fti-arige affemblagc 
^' of inftrunoental performers that ef- 
** corted you to the palate. On yout 
alighting I conduced you to the King^s 
cabinet; his Majefty, on the report 
that had been made to him of yout 
beauty, being tery impatient to fee 
you. 

He was at that moment holding a 
*' council of ftate. The perfonl with 
" fpeftacles, whom you faw fitting at a 
*^ harpfichordi was a fecretary inftrufted 
*' to make a report to the Council, tlie 
'* Membei's of whith were ready to give 
*^ their opinions ; one on his baflboni 
" another on the violoncello, and fo on i 
" for I ihould tell you by .the way^ 

•* Madam^ 
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** Madam, that there are inftrutnents 
<« adapted to all ranks and ages. It 
^' would not be decent that a fenator 
*' (hould exprefs himfelf by a fife or 
*' hurdy-gurdy. The clergy have their 
*^ appropriate inftruments, and when 
*< you have learned the language, I think, 
** if curiofity fhould lead you to the mof- 
*' que, you will be delighted to hear the 
** Turkifli fervice recited on harps, and 
«' be charmed with a verfe of the Koran 
** paraph rafed on the trumpet marine. 

" There are not only inftruments for 
** different ranks, but for charadter like* 
*^ wife. A man given to love readily 
<^ takes to thofe that are befl: fuited to 
^' tender exprcffion. A great talker 
** lays hold of a violin, bows away in 
** arpeggio, iliifting up to the very 
** bridge. 

" Well educated men, and fuch as 
" have their fortune to make, ought to 

6 6 << poffefs 
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** poffefs to a certain degree every ftyle# 
** You will fee the reigning monarch, in 
-.'* giving audience, to his fubjefts, anfwer 
'* each on an inftrument fimilar to the 
•' one ufed by the perfon addreffing him. 
*' When I firft faw him going out, fol- 
lowed by his pages carrying inftru- 
ments of every kind, I thought hie 
was going to give a ferenade. 
*' There are people ready to fpeak on 
*' every fubjeft before they have taken 
pains to gain a knowledge of it, and 
defirous of making a figure in the 
world before they have been prepared 
" for it. The mufical inftrument-makers 
" here, who are very ingenious, have 
*' invented an inftrument for them, 
/' called the court hand-organ, contaiu- 
** ing a great variety of airs on feveral 
*' barrels. Grave airs, for example, for 
;" occafrons where it is neceffary to be 
" confequential J lofty airs, for giving a 

*^ great 
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^^ great opinion of onefelf and credit ; 
*^ low airs, for addrefGng perfons in office, 
" with fourdines to be taken oflF on quit- 
*^ ting a levee : natural airs, to gain con- 
*^ fidence ; flattering and even wheedling 
" ones, to amufe morning duns ; tender 
5* ones, paffionate ones, fad ones, merry 
*' ones, &c. to intereft, foften, pleafe, 
*' and feduce ; noify ones for intimacies, 
'* others full of fire to accoft new 
•* friends; frigid, to return thanks for 
" benefits received i fanciful ones, for 
** raillery and fatirc, and to banifli in- 
" fipidity from company; very light 
*^ ones, for converfing about women, 
*' deciding on the merit of others, ef- 
** timating works of literature, and fet- 
** ting a value on the mafter-pieces of 
" artifts ; in fhort, airs of every fort, for 
'* addreffing perfons to whom refpeft or 
*' attention is due, and from whom they 
<« are expelled. 

^* Sometimes, 
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** Sometimes, through inadvertence, 
** -OP fome other caufe, people fall into 
" flrange miftakes : a man plays a lofty 
** air to his equal } receives a gentleman 
• ** with a tune with which he would re- 
'^ ceive a lacquey ; and ufes a low air in 
** the prefence of a man of fortune, to 
•• make a dupe of him i nay, even in 
•• mentioning perfons and things the 
** moft refpeftable, he plays fome jig or 
** wanton air, entirely out of time. 

** The inftrument, allowing for the 

famenefs of the tunes in fo many 
" hands, is well contrived : but the 
" mufic is defedive in fcience, and the 
" cadences of it will ftrike you as being 
*' common. 

•*The opulent citizens have had hand* 
^^ organs conftruftcd on the plan of 
•* thefe court inftruments, and you will 
*^ find them in the hands of fome of 
" their children j but befides that thofe 

** young 
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*^ young people have an awkward man- 
*^ ner of turning the handle^ their organ 
** is always cither above or below pitcbj 
♦' and of courfe always difcordant/' 

" I fliould like/' faid Violeita, inter- 
rupting the interpreter, *' to hear one of 
^' the real courts-organs } it mud be very 
'^ pleafing.'* 

^* It is generally thought fo by thfc 
** ladies }** replied the Squire j ** how- 
*^ ever^ Madam^ I (hould apprise you 
** that the praifes I have beftowed upoti 
*' them admit of exceptions, and that 
<« you will now and then meet with lord- 
" lings who have fad organs. 

" When thefe iflanders loft their 
•* fpeech, difmayed as they were, in the 
'* firft moments of their privation, they 
" had recourfe to the figns and geftures 
*' taught by inftinft, to be underftood; 
•* but this inftin£tive language, enabling 
^' them, at moft, to communicate tt> 
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^^ one another their moft common events, 
" was much too confined for a nation 
*^ that had attained a high degree of 
** civilization, and three-fourths of the 
** ideas they had acquired were necefla- ' 
*' rily left without a medium of ex^ - 
<* preffion. 

** A philofopher having reflefled on 
*' the almoft univerfal tafte of his coun- 
" try men for mufic ; their readinefs in 
*' acquiring it, and the knowledge of it 
*' already fpread throughout the ifland, 
** conceived the idea of taking ad van- 
" tage of it to fupply the deficiency of 
«« fpeech ; and you will be foon coa- 
" vinced, Madam, that the projedl is 
** by no means fo odd as it appears at 
" firft. 

" But fome defefls in the method 
/* of teaching,, fome difputes that 
«' have arifen among the crhics, the 
^' ideas formed refpefling^ the real 

** purity. 
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*' purity of the mufical language, re- 
" tarded the progrefs of it, and ftill re* 
" tards it (o much that I am far from 
^^ thinking the dialed arrived at a full 
** (late of perfection. 

" Scarcely had the learned fucceeded 
*' in reprefenting the letters, by the 
'^ medium of founds, and in forming 
*' them into words, when they began 
^' to differ on the modes which it would 
'' be mod convenient to employ : there 
^' was a long controverfy on the diatonic^ 
*^ and harmonic } and it was, moreover^ 
*^ argued, that it was not always the mod 
<< fenfible difcourfe that had a title to 
** pleafe, a title which ought to be re* 
** ferved for that, which, confined to 
** one meafure, forming one melody, 
** and having an appropriate ftyle, (hould 
** prefent nearly to the mind the ideas 
*' intended to be imparted. In confc- 
** quence of a decifion in favour of this 

** opinion^ 
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** opinion, the brains of the ftudents 
** have been terribly racked, and good 
«* fenfe has fufFered extremely* 

" The common people, who have not 
** time to attend to fuch refinement, 
** grate one's ears, and follow their feel* 
** ings without much rule, yet they play 

more direflly to the point j for they 

exprefs exactly what they want to 

fay. 

<• Having given you, thefe general 
^' notions. Madam, let us, if you pleafe* 
^' defcend to particularis, and enter more 
'* into detail. You have, no doubt, 
^* fome knowledge of mufic ; the noble- 
*' nefs of your exterior declares that of 
" your birth, and makes me prefume 
*' that no part of your education has 
«' been neglefted. You probably play 
^* fome inftrument ; but the king, who 
'^^ has a great defire to pleafe you, wiflies 
^' that ypu would have the goodnefs to 

** begin 
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** begin praSifing on the lute. Permit 
*' me to give you your firft leflbn. 

" In the firft place^ then, you will 
'^ find your alphabet in the various po« 
*' fitions of the notes. Sometimes a 
^ fingle note will prefent you a com* 
" piece idea; for example, ftrike ^ Ji ;

km him. . . * 

Salaulin breathed nqthing but : rtn^ 
geance>and the fate of Sigifmoiid was 
pronounced. He choie for the (bene of 
faKoutlon an advoinceil balHon of 'the 
vrorks of fort £lima> the plaifiMrm of 
JHrhich was vifible firom the camp of thtf 
Chriftians. The fppt appeared fecure: 
ia the' aflauk it had been neglefted ; the 
aflailants treating -with contempt a fort 
which muft neceflbrily foUmir the htt of 
DamafciM. 

In order to aiake the greater impref^ 
fion on the mind of his peq)£e> the Ty» 
nnt refolved, in the bloody iaart&ce kt 
was about to make^ to mingle the cere* 
monies of religion with military fiiow. * 

On the day appointed for the ConntS 
execution, he was taken from his apart- 
ment and condnded to the platform of 
the baftion: the garrilba of Elisst wife 
'■"•^ '^ turned 
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turned oat as guards oa the occaHon;' 
the body of the tniniAers of the MaflHcnan 
rciigtoinybeJonging to the principal Mofque 
at Damafctis, walked in proceffion before 
fainii and ftood round him ; the people 
wbofe'CUflolky had been excited by the' 
preparations went in crowds to fee - the 
tragical icene. 

Every thing was now ready for the 
facriBce ; Stgifmond bound, (landing near 
the ftake on which he was to pertfli^ had 
already rejeded with contempt the Aico* 
ran, which an Iman would have b^d htm* 
place on his heart and on hi» head ; bU 
ready drawn down upob himfelf the in- 
dignation of thofe around him, by repeat^ 
ing with firmnefi the profeiHon of his 
ifaithx at length' the fignal of execution 
was made. 

On a fudden a warrior at me J ^ cap-a*' 
pee, appeared on the parapet, whence he 
darted to tbe middle of the plalform, 

X 6 over- 
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overturnmg all that flood in his way. The 
affright^ Imans precipitately retired, and 
the warrior, approaching the Count, cut 
the bafe cords with which that prince 
was bound. Tbt guards ad?anced to 
prev^t it, but the cries of alarm that 
arpfe on every fid^ called them to the 
defence of the walls which the enemy 
were fcaling. . 

The Chriftians had made their way into 
the ditches of the baftion through a fub*^ 
terranean pafTage, which had been c<mi- 
plet^d without the befieged being ap* 
prized of it. At the time that the ladders 
were applied to jthe walls, the fentinels> 
haying their eyes fhced on the Count of 
Tour$> and abforbed by what was paf* 
fiqg on the platform, did not percdve 
what was doing round their po(ls« The 
guards were furrounded before they 
qpOld defend thenfifelves : a part of them

The gafrrifon was thrown 
into confufion, the officers did not know 
where to poft themfelves : the orders 
given were confufed and indeciiive, and 
the execution of them tamultuous, em« 
barrafied, and timid; the conteft was 
every where in favour of the Chriftians. 

Meanwhile the Count of Tours> feeing 
but one man, at fight of whom all the 
Saracens feemed to be panic-ftruck, fixed 
his eyes on the intrepid warrior whoni 
terror preceded^ accompanied, and foliow« 
td, and who feemed come, as by a miracle, 
to reftore him to life, liberty, and his 
crown, and unable to refift the impulfe of 
his gratitude, threw his arms around his 
neck, and preflfed him warmly to his 
bofom. 

At this rapture the unfortunate youth, 
for it was Egremont, flattering him* 
felf that he bad now obtained his 

pardon. 
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pardon» took ^ff bis helmet ud iaiiing otf 
his kne^ prefeoted hU uncovered head to 
tlie embraces of his inafter> vbom he 
thought he had at length difarmed* 

'« l^igbtniiigs hlafi thee! Wretch!? 
cried the Cp^nt drawing back with hor^ 
for at fight of features ftiU hateful to his 
eyps. Egr^monti in coofternation and 
eppreflfed with grief, left his patekntt f and 
f<^tissiately> for had be: dsMd a moment 
longer the hand of Sigifniond would have 
\)€€n diihonoured by the murder of bit 
prefenrer* 

The fovereign of Touralne^ torn frota . 
fhe hands of the executioners by a .fingle 
warrior^ in a fortified piace, in the midft 
of a hoitile people^ and where the afikiiant 
9ppeared on theVamparts without having 
been feen in the ditch or on the walls, are 
^oubtlefs very extraordinary fads : but it 
ffiould be remembered that uncommoii 
courage^ and fuperior view& had prepared 

the 
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the tvay for tliU fucccCi ; ind circum^ 
ftances happily feiaml had removed the 
difficulties. 

Egrtmont in determtnii^ to deliver the 
faither of bis beloved Hippoiita followed the 
dtdctes of i^ttoYeyand at the lame time 
ferved Religion, tire State, and hit Sove^ 
•eigm He perhaps flattered himfelf too, 
that he fliould at length foften the heart 
itf the imfergiving Sigifinand : no foonef 
therefore was he informed of that Prince'i 
Ruifortujtie than he tried a|l that themoft 
defperate valour could undertake to de^ 
Uver him front captivity. Foremofl in 
every affiuilt, foreoioft in repelling every 
foriie, forever feeking by challenges to 
draw the SaraeeM into fingle combats in 
the hope of fecoring fome iUuftrious hof* 
tage, and ever returning covered with 
glory even from enterprizet' in which 
fortune did not favour him. 

The innumerable inftances of fuch 

6 aftoniihing 
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aftonilhing valour, 6xed . the adeotnm 4>f 
the ChrifUan army , and all the illuftrious 
adventurers in it had taken Egremont as^ 
a leader and a model • Philip beheld 
them with pleaCure repair 'to a ftandatd 
y»hkh was always aecompanied withi 
terror and !yi^Qry* • '^ 

. Egremont^ ^ho by this command wat 
enabled to projed the g^eateft eh err - 
prizes, knew ^ that: fort £lir»a .was I he 
Count of I'our's prtTon, conceiv<ed the de- 
fign of entering It fecretly by means of a 
fubterranean paflfage. 

The tunnel was opened at fuch a dif? 
tance from the fort that tbe ^enemy coul4 
have no knowledge of liie works | and 
they bad proceeded witb fueh fpirit: and 
(kill, chat they had reached the ditch, when 
intelligence arrived which difconcerted 
the pioneers; . 

The Sultanr eilraged by the refu&kl of 
the Count of Tours> had iflued orders for 

prcpa- 
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preparations for bis execution. Egreinont> 
prcfled by the circumftancc, changed his 
defign of digging a way into Elima, to 
that of taking advantage of the paiTage 
already dug as far as the ditch> to (tortii 
the fori at the very moment chofen by 
the Sultan for the murder of the'Count. 

At the appointed time the troop of 
daring adventurers opened the way into 
the ditches, of Elima, and fep^rating into 
three divifions, fcaled the fort^ when Egre^ 
mont pufhing on alone into the midft of 
the Saracens where there appeared the 
lead chance of his opening a paflfage^ over- 
turned all that oppofed him, and dew to 
the fcaflFold. Alas! what was bis re* 
lizard ? A petrifying look from the man 
for whofe prefervation he had toiled and 
fought, words capable of throwing the 
firmed mind into defpair. 

At this laft ftroke of fortune reafort
